them ‘‘the right to know." 
The Desert Sun was started 
on August 5, 1927, with a front 
page editorial that proclaimed 
“In presenting the initial issue 
of The Desert Sun for public 
approval, the publishers feel 
that they are but cooperating 
in the spirit of optimism which 
is sweeping the country for the 
future of Palm Springs.” 
CARL BARKOW and Harvey 
Johnson were the m en who 
started The Desert Sun, and 
how far-sighted they were to 
have written this and on the 
sam e page a few paragraphs 
later: “Palm Springs is consid­ 
ered the finest winter resort 
in the west, but judging from 
the num ber of people here this 
Summer, it m ight almost be 
called a Summer resort, also. 
The town is filled with w ork­ 
men and skilled artisans, who 
are busy in perfecting a great 
improvement program. 
M any 
of these people will become 


perm anent residents, because 
Palm Springs development will 
keep them busy." 
And the years passed. The 
Desert Sun grew, and on De­ 
cember 7, 1941, it proclaimed 
the start of World W ar II. A 
huge army air base was built 
a few miles from the Village, 
and an arm y hospital occupied 
the famous El Mirador hotel. 
The Village became a "boom" 
town. 
THE WAR WAS teaching 
thousands of people a love for 
the desert, and following the 
w ar The -Desert Sun continued 
to headline the growth of Palm 
Springs, and it realized its part 
in that growth. 
Early in September of 1942, 
The .Sun announced the a p ­ 
pointment of its present execu­ 
tive editor, R. F. (Phat) Grant- 
tinger, as editor of thg new s­ 
paper. Since his first edition as 
editor, he has printed in every 
issue of The Sun his column 
that has become so well known 
by Villagers and visitors alike, 
"This Side of the Sun." 
On September 13, 1946, O l­ 
iver B. Jaynes became co-own­ 
er of the Sun and took over 
the m anagem ent of the new s­ 
paper. W ithin a year The Sun 
was' semi-weekly.

AS YOU THUMB through the 
pages of The Desert Sun for the 
last nine years you see, in the 
written words, the fabulous 
growth of “America’s Foremost 
Desert Resort." 
It has, over the years, con­ 
sistently inspired its readers 
with coverage of local news 
and social events, for with the 
growth of the Village, Palm 
Springs was speedily becoming 
the Winter playground of the 
nation’s top celebrities. 
And in mid-1951, another 
change was made in the ow n­ 
ership of the newspaper, and 
it m arked another step forward 
for the popular tribune. 
Percy M. Whiteside purchas­ 
ed the Palm Sprngs News and 
went into partnership with O l­ 
iver B. Jaynes and the huge 


printing plant of The Desert 
Sun became the home of the 
two newspapers. 
BY 1952 IT WAS becoming 
apparent 
that 
the 
readers 
wanted more of The Desert 
Sun. The Village was growing, 
figuratively, 
by 
leaps 
and 
bounds. 
Almost on Ihe very day of 
The Desert Sun’s 25th birthday, 
Ward J. Risvold, present pub­ 
lisher, purchased a partnership 
interest in The Desert Sun. and 
within two weeks, the News 
and Desert Sun were combined 
and The Sun had again be­ 
come a semi-weekly 
news­ 
paper. 
Under the partnership 
of Jaynes and Risvold 
the 
newspaper steadily accelerated 
in circulation and advertising 


lineage, nnd during the first 
years ol this decade, with the 
growth of the Village, the co­ 
publishers speeded their plans 
for the future. 
Building in Palm Springs 
was rising yearlv and exceeded 
$5.000.000 in 1954. 
The City 
council, in April of 1953 re­ 
quested and received a special 
Federal opnsus which tabulat­ 
ed 10,381 persons as residents, 
and more than 500 private 
swimming pools. Palm Springs 
w as claiming its place as a 
leader in the nation. 
THE PUBLISHERS OF The 
Sun picked up Ihe tempo to 
coordinate with and meet the 
reader 
demand. 
Photo and 
news coverage was increased

driven hailstones approxim at­ 
ed three inches in diameter. 
Billings and the surrounding 
area suffered damages estim ­ 
ated at more than six and one 
h alf million dollars. 
Chalfont reported the catas­ 
trophe as one of the worst of 
the kind he has ever seen, and 
added that the very circum­ 
stances of 
how the damage 
w as sustained gave men who 
were working in the stricken 
area 
a 
“seeing 
is 
believing 
attitude." 
“I handled all aircraft losses 
and m anaged the largest c a ­ 
tastrophe tone 
involving the 
buildings and estates around 
the 
Billings 
Country 
Club, 
where a high percentage of the 
buildings 
required 
re-roofing 
and partial 
residing,"

font said. 


“As I entered the community 
just two days 
following the 
storm, I quickly noted that all

aged signs.

Oliver, w'ho is reputedly on 
friendly terms with the ghosts 
of countless desert prospectors, 
claims 
to 
have 
interviewed 
said ghosts and divulges their 
advice 
in 
the Sum m er "hot 
weather" num ber of his Desert 
Rat Scrap Book. Harry has even 
labeled the issue his “Ghost 
Town Packet” but spurns writ­ 
ing about 
any 
ghost 
towns 
that have failed to produce a 
fair quota of spirits. 
Back to the interviews, the 
ghosts at 
Ft. Oliver 
do the 
work for Harry. They call up 
shades of the great prospectors, 
and, presto, Harry has enough 
copy for his Ghost Town n u m ­ 
ber. That is how he learned 
about the easier, cheaper and 
surer way to find uranium. 
It was told him by Shady 
Myrick's ghost at Randsburg 
and seconded by Jack Nosser’s 
shade, the latter being a bit 
miffed at not getting the first 
interview. 
It seems that some 50 years 
back when the standard dic­ 
tionaries were saying that u r­ 
anium w a s relatively 
scarce 
but worthless metal, that the 
Mojave prospectors used to e n ­ 
tertain 
themselves 
with 
the 
stuff around campfires.. 
The 
only known use for radioactive 
substances w as radium at that 
time and like “white spar” of 
the sam e period 
none knew 
or cared about such a thing as 
tungsten.
